A mixture of grasses, or grasses and legumes is ordinarily better 
than any one grass. All grasses will vary in their earliness, rate of 
growth, etc., and by having a mixture of grasses and legumes in your 
pasture you will get the benefit of the good qualities of each. Because 
they supply nitrogen to the soil, as well as because they are very palati- 
ble to the livestock, it is desirable to have some legumes planted with 
grasses in pasture mixtures. We recommend 20% clovers, but this can 
be varied if desired. No one mixture will suit all conditions, and we will 
gladly give suggestions as to mixtures which may be adapted to your 
own particular problems. Don’t hesitate to ask for this service. See 
under Grasses price list and description of pasture mixtures we have in 
stock, or we will be happy to mix hay or pasture grasses to your own 
formula if these do not meet your needs. 
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DESCRIPTION OF GRASSES: 

Alta Fescue—An outstanding grass for either hay or pasture. Tol- 
erant of alkali, yet stands considerable drought and dry weather. Vigor- 
ous grower and very palatible. Ideal as a grass mixed with legumes 
as it does not spread from roots and choke out the legumes. 


Tall Wheat Grass—Very alkali tolerant, and grows with as little 
as 10 inches rainfall. A tall, late maturing bunch grass, germinates 
readily, but slow in coming into full production. 


Intermediate Wheat Grass—This grass stays green three weeks or 
more longer than native or Crested Wheat. Stems large, coarse and 
leafy. Does well with about 15 inches of moisture, which is about aver- 
age rainfall in our part of the country. Very popular. 


Modified Huntley Pasture Mixture—This is the original mixture 
recommended by the Huntley Experiment Station, changed to leave out 
the Kentucky Blue Grass so as to make it more suitable for hay meadow 
for the first cutting. It contains 30% Brome, 30% Orchard Grass, 20%

CARE OF ROSES 


Whole books are written about the care of roses, so we 
can’t give a complete course of instructions here. These few 
suggestions may be helpful. 


1. When planting dig the hole deeper than the roots re- 
quire, and if the soil is heavy put some coarse gravel in the 
bottom so your plant will get drainage; then mix the soil with 
some well rotted compost or manure. 


2. Roses are heavy feeders, and need plenty of plant food 
to produce at their best. Fertilize often, but little at a time, 
using a good commercial fertilizer. The use of well rotted com- 
post, cow manure or peat moss not only provides plant food but 
also a mulch so the ground will keep cool and moist even in hot 
dry weather.

LAWN GRASS SEED 


You cannot miss establishing a good turf with our lawn seed with 
a good sound lawn care practice. Grass requires a good firm seed bed 
and all grass seed must be planted shallow. From one-fourth inch not 
to exceed one-half inch deep. Keep the ground wet from planting time 
till lawn is established. Do not let your lawn get dry for a single day 
as the sprouts are planted shallow and will die. Once the firm seed bed 
is prepared and planted, a few minutes each day watering will establish 
a good lawn. Do not apply fertilizer with the seed. Either apply fer- 
tilizer ten days before planting or after lawn is at least partiy estab-
